This wheat, in most cases, was ship- 
ped to the market with instructiong to 
sell upon ar~ival, as nearly all the far- 
mers the money immediately. 
The t is that the price breaks and 
the farmer received a much lower price 
than he is entitled to. 

Nearly 75 per cent of the wheat crop 
of Canada is sold on this kind of a 
market and after it has left the farm- 
er’s hands the price shortly goes up as 
the world requires more wheat. Mr 


Wood estimates that from 15 to 40 mil. | 


lion dollars is lost to Canada annually 
by the present system of-marketing. 

His plan is to have a board to handle 
all the wheat crop and simply act as a 
marketing agency to sell the crop at 
the most advantageous time and not 
dump it on the market when the de- 
mand is'at low ebb.

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Freight Rates And Biisiness 3 


A special committee of the House of Commons has been appointed to 
study the whole question of freight rates with a view to bringing about a re- 
duction in the éxisting high schedule, which, it is’ generally agreed, is having 
a detrimental affect on business, is operating to prevent a revival in indus- 
trial activity, and is particularly paralyzing to Western agrieulture. 

The problem of reducing rates in the face of an annual deficit of many 
millions of dollars in the operation of the National Railways is admittedly a 
difficult one. The National Railways badly need every dollar of revenue they 
can get, and a substantial reduction in freight charges may prove a very ser'- 
ous matter for them. Yet anything less than a substantial cut will be quite 
ineffective in providing a much needed stimulus to business and an appre- 
ciable aid to the farmers of the country. 

There is, however, much force in the argument that a lowering in the 
carrying charges of the railways will not necessarily mean a reduction in net 
revenue earned. ‘On the contrary, it is well within the realms of probability 
that the result Would be an increase in revenue. Present rates are perilously 
close to the line where they amount to actual prohibition of traffic, and if a 
reduction of rates has the effect of stimulating business and thereby increas- 
ing traffic the earnings of the railways may easily record increases rather 
than the much feared decreases. 

Support for this view is found in a comparative study of the figures of 
revenue and expenditure of Canadian railways for the years 1920 and 1921. 
Freight’ rates were increased in September, 1920, and partly reduced in Janu- 
ary, 1921, and in December, 1921. If the arguments of those opposed to rate 


reductions is good, then the deficits in operation of the railways should have | 


been greater in 1921 than in 1920. Yet the reverse was the case. The de- 
ficit on the old Canadian, Northern system was nearly $10,000,000 less in 1921 
than in the previous year; the deficit on what are known as the Canadian 
Government Railways, chiefly the Intercolonial, was almost. cut in two, being 
reduced by $5,000,000; the Grand Trunk Pacific, which. showed a loss of $10,- 
000,000 in 1920, dropped to Just under $4,000,000 for 1921. $

Both man and 
dog were blistered and bloodstained 
by the attack of this “land octopus.” 

The “eannibal tree” of Australia, 
which resembles an, enormous pine- 
apple-some nine or ten feet high, 
with a fringe of huge, strong leaves 
at the top—has the reputation of be- 
ing able to crush the life out of a hu- 
man being—the leaves closing on him 
like a trap and mangling his body. 

The ‘telegraph plant’—a native of 
India—has tremendous _ electrical 
powers. Each leaf is composed of 
three leaflets, the largest of which 
stretches out to the sun during the 
day but hangs down at night, while 
the two smaller ones move in circles, 
round and round, by means“of jerking 
motions, 

Severe shocks have been: experi- 
enced by unsuspecting people, who 
have’ investigated too closely the 
“perpetual motion” of the leaflets, 
and it is conceivable that—to anyone 
with a weak heart—such shocks 
might prove fatal.

Complaint is mate that it is almost 
impossible to obtain competent watch 
repairers, the reason being that time 
pieces are now so largely made by 
machinery, that it. is. no one man’s 
business to know all the ins and outs 
of the delicate mechanism contained 
therein, So it is that watches, which 
if properly repaired by competent} 
workmen, ‘would last two or three 
generations as our father’s time ; 
picces did, are now after a few years 
thrown into the discard and new ones 
purchased, On the other hand, we 


have this to counterbalance it. Cheap- | 


er watches than in the old hand- 
made days, and incidentally more 
money. to buy them with. WHether 


or not the machine-made watch is as 
good a time piece as the machine- 
made article we will allow others to 
judge, 

In any event what is happenings in 
respect to watches and watch repair- 
ers js going on in nearly all other. in- 
dustries. Take the shoemaker. The 
old boy who made shoes a generation 
ago, all by hand, and took an intelli- 
gent pride in his craftsmanship, is 
now about as scarce as the wild pig- 
eon.. Possibly he may be still found 
in the back concessions somewhere, 
but even that is to be doubted. The 

_ modern shoemaker works in a fac- 
tory.: He does one job on a pair of 
shoes, and probably does it very well. 
But bless your heart, that is about all 
he can do, 


In the Same way the old-time iron 
worker, He was more often just a 
plain blacksmith plus brains and art 
sufficient to turn you out a beautiful 
pair of wrought fire dogs. But, alas, 
he is also becoming ever more scarce. 
And irons are now stamped out in a 
big factory from a scale pattern. They 
are machine-made, and they look it. 
The same thing: applies to the print- 
ing trade. Inthe old days a_ boy 
went into a printing office when his 
comparatiyely short school cays were 
over. He started at the bottom, and 
he learned every trick of the. craft, 
from making printer’s roMers out of 
sticky composition, to . setting type, 
to handle. job forms, to general 
make-up, and so on through the shop, 
press room and all, until he knew 
every detail, from beginning to end. 
Now, however, you have linotype 
hands, and make-up hands, and press 
feeders and press men, with here and 
there a job hand, and mighty few of 
them know anything “of the other 

Man's work. 

All this, ‘of course, is efMficieny stuff. 
It runs through all industry. It may 
be rank heresy, but. in my humble 
opinion it also makes work gray and 
uninteresting. A man in this office 
puts a stock of envelopes into a feed- 
er, sees that his form is adjusted and 
pulls a lever, Away they go, eight 
or nine thousand an hour. All the 
workman has to do is to keep the ink 
feding properly, and the maw of the 
machine filled with’ material. The 
machine does the rest. : 

Take that prince of craftsmen, the 
carpenter who has graduated into a 
~ cabinet maker. He still exists, | am 

glad to say, but ever in diminishing 
‘numbers. Take the furniture he 
made years ago and compare it’ with 
the machine stuff of today. See how 
the drawers move in the oki-time 
pleces, and how it holds together in 
spite of our over-heated, dried-out 
homes. There is joy in the work of 
the cabinet maker who sees the artis- 
tic results as they grow under his 
hands bit by bit. But how of the joy 
of the factory where you shove a 
- board in at one end of a complicated 


machine to see it arrive at the other) 


end the completed northeast side of a 
eabinet, going west. 

Of course this is all part of an old- 
fashioned idea that there is joy in 
work, Something beyond the mere 
silpend that one receives for his la- 
bors.

Instructions 


For Hoppers 


BAIT SHOULD BE SCATTERED 
BETWEEN 630 AND 9 A.M, 
WHEN NIGHTS ARE COOL — 
"SALT BAIT IS PROVING SATIS- 
FACTORY 
“The grasshopper organization in 

the province is working like a well-oil- 

ed piece of machinery, now, and in 
some localities in the south we have 
received reports, where the organiza- 
tion and co-operation of the farmers 


pest has been checked,’’ said Hon. 
Geo, Hoadley, minister of agriculture, 
in a statement issued in regard to the 
campaign against the hopper pest. 
“During my tour of the south,” 
said Mr. Hoadley, “I found two or 
three isolated places with a shortage 
of poison bait, but generally speaking, 
every locality was well organized for 
the campaign with a good supply of 
poison, The department now has am- 
ple material: for poison bait on hand 
and there is no danger of a shortage. 
Every point can be well supplied for 
the proper handling of the campaign, 
“The farmers are entering keenly 
into the spirit of the campaign, and 
their enthusiasm is considerably stim- 
ulated by the fact that tne grasshop- 
pers are hatching out in millions. 
“Stupendous efforts are being put 
forth by the agricultural department 
to meet the situation and carry on the 
organization, which is complete in ev- 
ery way, and we have the satisfaction 
of knowing that our plans are being 
heartily endorsed, We are receiving 
letters every day of offers of co-oper- 
ation and of congratulation to the gov- 
ernment in having passed the pests 
act and in having taken hold of the 
organization so thoroughly this year. 
The opinion is expressed in these let- 
ters that if this had not been done, 
the crop in whole districts would have 
beén wiped out, We have th satisfac- 
tion of knowing that as a consequence 
of the effectiveness of the organiza- 
tion, the percentage of crop lost will 
be comparatively small. It must’ b: 
emphasized, however, that there must 


"| be no relaxation of the vigorous cam- 


paign inaugurated by the farmers. 

“Despite the hot days the nights 
have been cold and the grasshoppers 
ar enot feeding to any extent until 
comparatively late in the morning 
with the result that much of the bait 
that has been scattered soon after 
sunrise has dried out before feeding 
begins. When the soil is moist and 
the nights are warmer, the early ap- 
plications give the best results, but un- 


| der existing conditions, a greater kill- 


ing will be obtained if the bait is scat- 
tered between 6.30 and nine in the 
morning, when the hoppers have beguri 
to feed, but have not scattered exten- 
sively. Bait applied later m the day 
dries out so rapidly that its effective- 


ness is quickly lost, and any that’ » 


applied in the evening when the grass- 
hoppers are feeding very little, is al- 
most entirely wasted. 

“Though it has been recommended 
that the salt formula be given a trial 
in all districts-in order that the ex- 
pense.of the campaign may be reduced 
wherever possible, there are many dis- 
tricts in which the farmers are afraid 
that it may not be effective and they 
are still using nothing but the more 
expensive molasses formula, This is 
unfortunate since in several places the 
salt bait has proved as satisfactory in 
every way as th emolasses, and its use 
is greatly reducing the cost of control 
in those districts. In the province of 
Manitoba where an extensive campaign 
has been conducted for the past three 
years, ro molasses as been used since 
1919, and the grasshoppers have been 
practically exterminated over large 
areas by the sole use of the bran, saw- 
dust and salet formula, It is therefore 
urged that this material be given a 
more general trial. In all cases the 
molasses can be reduced to one gallon 
and the salt increased to five pounds 
per hundred without appreciably af- 
fecting the value of the bait.

It is reported that the McMurray| VW. H. HARPER, A. N. COLLARD,

State of Perfection 

Alberta, it is officially stated, has 

supplied the rest of Canada with a 


| half million bushels of seed oats this 


spring, It is Squally significant that 
orders came: from every other proy- 
ince in the Dominion. As a seed- 
producer this province fs only getting 
started, but it is getting started right, 
and. is already securing results, Al- 
berta oats stand in a class by them- 
selves; no other part of the con.inent 
can ‘produce either the quality or the 
quantity per acre. What is true of 
oats is true of other grains, and of 
grasses and vegetables. We may not 
grow here as wide a variety, of crops 
as is possible in more southerly latt- 
tudes and lower altitudes, but what 
can be grown is grown to perfection. 
More and more the older provinces 
and the states will recognize that they 
must come to Alberta for hardy and 
virile seed. Much credit for what 
has been attained, and for the greater 
acliievement in prospect, is due to the 
persistent and successful efforts 
which have been made by the faculty 
of agriculture at the University to in- 
terest Alberta farmérs in seed-grow- 
ing and to direct their operations in a 
way to build up a high reputation for 
their product. And the showing 
made last year and the year before, 
when Alberta éxhibits carried away 
a good many of the coveted awards 
at the international Nay and grain 
show at Chicago, has not been barren 
of practical results, It pays to pro- 
duce the best; and then to let the 
world know that we have it.—Edmon- 
ton Bulletin.

Only one man in the 
crew was under six feet; two of them 
were respectively six feet five and six 
feet four and a half in height, The 
Oxford eight averaged six feel half an 
inch in height and 172 pounds rowing 
weight. The gigantic Cambridge 
crew were as good in the boat as they 
were big; they won in very fast time 
—almost the fastest of the records of 
the university boat race, which go 
back now nearly a hundred years,

Govt. Arranging For 
The Weed Campaign 


A campaign against the weeds of 
the province is being launched on a 
larger scale than ever by te Depart- 
ment of Agriculture this yeas. The 
chief aim of the new system adopted 
is to complete a survey of all the dis- 
tricts in the province and to. compile 
Fred | material on the best metiods of eradi- 
cation in each district.. ‘The weed 
branch now has its new weed inspect- 
ors on the job. 

By an arrangement with the Minis- 
ter of Municipalities, Hon. R. G. Reid, 
the weed branch is advising all mun- 
icipalities as to th emethod of the de- 
partment in handling the weed situa- 
tion, and is asking the co-operation of 
the municipalities in the campaign. 
The municipalities are being asked to 
put their weed inspectors into the fie'd 
under power théy hav in the municipal 
act, and are being asked to conduct a 
special survey of their. municipal dis- 
tricts. 

These municipal inspectors are being 
invited to a convention to be held at 
Olds on: June 16 and 17, at which the 
inspectors will be asked to give data 
to the weed branch of their success in 
eradication of the various weeds found 
in their districts, and to recommend 
methods of eradication from their ex- 


24-2 periences. This convention will be at- 


tended by Hon. Geo. Hoadley, Minister 
of Agriculture; H. A. Craig, Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture; W. J. Ste- 
phen, Crop Commnissione, and others. 

Data collected: by these weed in- 
spectors when it is received by the 
departmnt, wil Ibe used in the com- 
pilation of a new weed bulletin which 
will deal particularly with methods of 
eradication.
